Tho 
building covered a block of ground iu 
length, and a half block in width, and was 
one atory high. Tho damuge is variously 
estimated at f/om MJXO to S.VI.UI0. Tho 
same firm suffered a loss from a similar 
cause January ft, when their Ijist Side 
elevator full, spilling about sixty thousand 
bushels of wheat and wrecking pail of 
the building.

Piais, March 4.— A telegram from Oiur- 
gevo says that risings have taken place at 
Tirnova and other places, and that the in- 
surgeuta are reported to be masters of 
affairs at Tirnova. Communication be- 
tween Sofia and the Provinces Is Inter- 
rupted. Anarchism is spreading In Bulga- 
ria. 

Loxnox, March 4.— A dispatch to the 
Times from Bucharest states that many 
persons were killed In the fighting at Bilis- 
tria between the Insurgents snd Loyal 
troops. Two officers and sixteen privates, 
who were engaged in the revolt, were cap- 
tured and shot. 

Viexxa, March 4.— Servia, as a precau- 
tionary measure In view of the trotble In 
Hulgsria, has sent troops to the frontier. 
It is also report' 'I that the Servian re- 
serves havo been called out. 

Soru, March 4 — In the final engagement 
between the insurgents and the infantry at 
Rustchuk one hundred persons were kill- 
ed and wounded on both sides, the inaur- 
genta sustaining fully three-fourths of the 
casualties. 

Propelled by Electricity. 

New Yokk, March 4.— Pedestrians on 
the Eighth avenue boulevards stared to- 
day at a surface car that ran smoothly 
along the tracks loaded with passengers, 
but without auy horsos hitched to it 
The car was a regular Eighth 
avenue horse car, fitted with a 
now electric motor. The motive power 
was supplied by electricity stored in nine- 
ty-three ebonite cells In a frame under tho 
seats. It runs forty-one miles, with sev- 
enty passengers, at any rate of speed, 
with a single charge. At night the elec- 
tricity can be used to light tho cars as woll 
aa to propel them. 

Marcum't Days Numbered. 

fiuxKroiiT. Kt., March 4.— Governor 
Knott to-day fixed April 2il as the day for 
James H. Marcum, of I^wrence Connty, to 
hang. In Mny. lssfl. Marcum killed a rela- 
tive of bia named Fisher Marcum. He cams 
vory near proving a complete alibi, but 
there were pobttllu tracks leadiug away 
from the place of murder which no other 
boot but Marcum'a would tit. Bnd tho bul let 
extracted from tho corpae fitted no other 
mold In the country but Marcum'a. So he 
waa convicted and sentenced to hung, and 
the Court of ApjioalB haa affirmed the judg- 
ment. 

Big Cap lure* by Whalers. 

East Hamitox, L. I., March 4.— Tho 
whaling crews from Amnganaett which 
killed a large cow right whale Wednesday 
■ fternoou have been unable to move tho 
carcass of the monster, whfth sank to tho 
bottom of the ocean in about twenty fntli- 
nmt of water about aoven miles out. Tho 
whale is about sixty feet in length and will 
bring the captors uhotit $1,310 for oil und 
bone. Captain Chas. Kdwards, who was 
in command of the boat, which was broken 
up by the tail of the dying whale, bad a 
narrow escape from death. 

The Long-Lost Wanderer Will Return. 

MANciiraTKK, N. H., March 4. Thirty- 
nine years ago Jas. H. MctlnnaM left his 
home in Sydney, near Cnpe Breton, nnd 
waa not iignin henrd of by his relativea 
until the latter learned from a newspaper 
that in tho last election he had been chosen 
Lieutenant -Governor of Michigan. He has 
been written to, and has replied promising 
to visit his brother. Alexander, in this city, 
after the adjournment of tho Michigan 
Legislature. 

Town Treasurer Speculates 

OBKRxriKl.lt. Mass.. M ir.-h 4.— The fact 
hni just been discovered by the selectmen 
that Frank W. Foster, town clerk and 
troaaurcr. has boon apeculnting, and isa 
defaulter to the extent of over *I4,000, and 
has involved his father as indorser to tbo 
extent of S.vmo more. Foster did not 
falsify hia accounts, and. apparently made 
no attempt to conceal the shortage. He 
admits his guilt. He was arrested. 

No Special Session.

General has urranged for u fast mail train 
between New York and Kansas City, which 
will save somo twelve hours time. It is 
expected this will secure connections at 
the latter terminus which will carry tho 
mails to the Southwestern States much 
ahead of the present schedule time.

CBtOAOO, March 4.— To-duy is tho fiftieth 
anniversary of tho charter of tho City of 
Chicago, the act of incorporation hav ing 
passed the Assombly at Springfield ojt 
March t, 1847. At that timo it was but a 
village of some lour thousand people clos- 
tcred about tho fort, and what is now the 
business center, was then the outskirts of 
the town.

rha People of Newfoundland Reported to 
lie on the Verge of Rebellion Against 
BrWIafc 11. He. 

Ottawa, Oxt., March «.— Advices from 
Newfoundland show that in their ultima- 
tum to the Britiah Government in forward- 
ing the Bait bill for Imperial aasent, 
the Legislature of that colony is 
determined not to be trampled upon 
by the CJueen or by any In author- 
ity under ber. Tbe text of the add ross 
of tbe Legislature of Newfoundland to 
tho Imperial Government shows that the 
island is greatly excited. It says la effect 
that Newfoundland will not submit to the 
situation. The address goes on to say: 
"We must decline respectfully to accept 
the view that the French or any other for- 
eign power haa a status or consultative 
claim in the control or disposition of our 
property, and we humbly demur to any 
recognition of their pretensions in this re- 
spect. We acknowledge no authority 
but that of the Imperial Government, 
and their rights of dominion are wisely 
limited by our constitutional powers, 
which secures for us the free exercise of 
our instructed intelligence in tho manage- 
ment of our local affairs." The same ad- 
vices slate that the colony 1b on the verge 
of an open rebellion, and that -little 
encouragement would be required to 
cause a general uprising against 
the yoke of British connection, 
which, they claim, bears heavily 
upon them. Private dispatches received 
here slate that a strong sentiment favor- 
ing annexation to the United States is 
spreading throughout the province, which 
Is likely to give Bcrious trouble unless tho 
British Government yields in granting the 
demand the Provincial Government iBnow 
making. 

AN AWFUL DEATH. 

Bulelde of an I'nknnwn Han by Jumping 
Into the Water-Works Machinery at

clad man, apparently about twenty-five 
yeara old, leuned for a few momenta over 
the guard-rail surrounding one of the big 
engines at the North Side Water- Works 
this mornlug.

Nrw Yoiik, March 4.— Cardinal Gibbons* 
favorable report to Pope leio an lo tho alma 
and stand ing of tho Knights of Labor, set 
forth in cable dispatches from Koine, was 
received with much rejoicing by the knights 
inthlscitv. It has been thought by many 
of tho leading knights that tho Mclllynn 
controversy and tho attacks made tiylloury 
Oeorgc on the church 
would have preju- 
diced tho authorities 
at Rome against the 
order, and this fear 
wan aggravated by 
the fact thnt Cardinal 
Taschereau, who sail- 
ed in company with 
tho American Cardi* 
nul, had announced 
his intention of en- 
deavoring to intiuence 
Romo through it Id 
his fight with the Ca- 
nadian knights. The 
position taken by Car- 
dinal Gibbons, they cahdisai. gibbons. 
say, will settle the whole matter. He is an 
Mpeoial favorito with the Pope, and his ad- 
vice as to tho treatment of any matter in 
Which the United States is concerned will, 
it is declared, bo taken al it is given. 

In addition, Bishop Kenne, of Richmond, 
and Bishop Ireland, of Ht. Paul, who ara 
both friendly to the knights, and who aro 
recognized at Knmc as representing the 
more progressive element in the American 
hierarchy, are with Cardinal llibbons to 
support him in tho position which ho takes. 
Cardinal Gibbons is in a position to spesk 
more intelligently of tho principles of the 
knights than any other churchman. Beforo 
leaving for Rome ho carefully examined tho 
manual of tho order. He also hold a long 
conference with Master Workman PoW- 
dcrly, whom ho regards as a devout and 
and 'conservative, Catholic His present 
position is tho result of his investigation. 
It is said in clerical circles thnt the knight* 
had powerful enemies within the Vut loin. 
Many of the Cardinals thought the 6rdM tO 
beef a character similar to the secret so- 
cieties of Italy und Bpain, and opposed it 
for that reason. 

The following is tho Cardinal's letter to 
the Propaganda: 

To His Eminence, Cardinal Slnirnnl Prefect of 
the Holy CongTt ration of the Propaganda:

Considering the fatal oonso 
qutnci s that might result xhroiuh un error In 
the treatment of the organizations, which often 
count their numbers by thousands and hundreds 
of thousands, the council wisely ordered that 
when an association has spread into several 
dioceses, no single Mishop of those diocese, m.i\ 
condemn it. but must retcr thu case to the per- 
manent commission or all the Archbishops of 
the United States, who in their turn are not 
authorized to issue condemnation, unless their 
decision Is unanimous, and in default of such 
unanimity onlv the Holy See Itself can imjsise 
such a condemnation, so that error and con 
fusion in ecclesiastical discipline can be avoided. 

The commission of Archbishops met towat i 
the end of the month ot October Inst to espe- 
cially consider the association of the Knights 
offl.ahor. We were not led to hold this meet- 
ing by any request on llic part of the llishops. 
for none of them did demand it. and it must he 
added that of all the Bishops only two or three 
were known to desire the condemnation. But 
the importance of the question in itself, and in 
the estimation of the Holy See. made us ex- 
amine it with greatest care. After oar discus- 
Bion. the results of which have- already been 
communicated to the Holy Coiigregwtlon of the 
Propaguuda, only two out of twelve of the 
Archbishops voted for the condemnation— that 
IS to say, the Archbishop of St. Louis and the 
Archbishop of Santa Fe who followed suit— tor 
reasons which in no Wat persuaded the others 
either by the justice or prudence ot such a con- 
demnation. In the considerations which follow 
I wish to give in detail the reasons which de- 
termined the vote of the great majority of the 
commission, tho truth and force of which do not 
seem to mo less powerful to-day. At the same 
time 1 will try to do justice to the arguments 
advanced by the opposition party. 

First— Although there may be found in the 
constitution, the by laws and ofllcial declaration 
of the Knights of Labor, eertaln assertions or 
regulation, which wo might not approve, we 
have not found therein the elements which the 
Holy Sec so clearly designate, as rondcinna- 
tory, and the formula of their organization con- 
tains neither oath nor obligation which pre- 
cludes those who do not belong to it. or even 
their enemies, from becoming acquainted 
with their affairs. Catholics are nol forbidden 

to divulge everything to competent i Isslsiti- 

cal author! Los, even outside of thoconiessional. 
This has been especially explained tons by then 
officers, no promise of blind obeiiicm, Is re 
quired. The objects of the association and its 
rules are well und distinctly established, and 
the obligations of ohedn-nco do not trespass 
their limits. Not only their object and their 
rules are not hostile to religion or the church, 
but the very contrary. The third I'l'-nirv 1 "iin- 
cll forbids that we should condemn any associa- 
tion without giving Its nmcers or representa- 
tives a hearing. (Coryphees vel sociis prasel* 
puis, No. MM). Their Master Workman, 'n send- 
ing mc a copv of their constitution, took occa- 
sion to say that he professes his religion faith- 
fully and receives the sacraments regularly; 

that he belongs to no Masonic associate r to 

any other otherwise condemned by the church ; 
that be knows of nothing In the society of 
tho Knights of LalHir contrary to regulation 
of the church, and with lllial submission 
he begs tho pastors of the church to exam- 
ine all the details of their organization, and 
says if they Und therein anything rriirehc nslble 
to point them out and he will faithfully promise 
to have the proper mod i Ileal Ions made. . As- 
suredly this docs not look llko hostility toward 
the authority of the church, but, on thu contra- 
ry, a perfectly laudably spirit. 

After Itieir convention in Richmond last year 
many of their most zealous officers and Catho- 
lic members made the same declarations re- 
garding their sentiments. As for the proceed 
Ings of the convention themselves twblch we 
expect soon to receive! we can no more find 
therein any hostility to the church or to the laws 
of the land. Not only their constitution and 
regulations contain nothing of the sort, but the 
heads of our civil authorities trcnt them and the 
cause they represent with the greatest respect. 
The President of the United States told me 
personally, a month ago. that he had then un- 
der consideration s law lending to remedy cer- 
tain social grievances, and that he hail just bad 
a conference with Mr. Powdcrly, the General 
Master Workman of the Knights of Labor, on 
the subject. The Congress of the United 
States, following the advice of the President, is 
now considering measures leading to ameliorate 
the condition of the working class, the founda- 
tion for many of whoso complaints is openly 
acknowledged. And the political parties, far 
from looking upon them as enemies of the coun- 
try, vie with each other to obtain for them the 
rights they are so clearly entitled to, for It Is a 
fact well known that the poor toilers have no 
inclination to re, 1,1 or break the laws of the 
land, if but simply to obtain equitable legisla- 
tion by constitutional and legitimate means. 
And those considerations, which show that the 
organization docs not contain any of the ele- 
ments which tho Holy See condemns, bring us 
face to face with the evils the society Is com- 
bating and the real nature of the conflict. There 
exist in our country, as In all others, social 
grievances which are grave and menacing, pub- 
lic Injustices which alike require firm resist- 
ance and legal remedies, all of which none 
would gainsay, and the truth of which basal- 
ready been admitted by Congress and the Presi- 
dent of the United States. / - 

Without entering Into the painful details of 
those wrongs— the present occasion not requlr- 
lxuz it— It, wlU suffice to mention the fact that 



monopolies not only By individual but oornej 
atlons also, have already excited complsliitt 
rrom the workmen and opposition from public 
men and national legislators as well. That the 
efforts of those monopolists, not always unsuc- 
cessful to control legislation for their own prollt, 
cause a grent deal of anxiety to the disinterest- 
ed friends of-iiberty: that their heartless avar- 
ice which, to lnorease their revenues, ruthlessly 
crashes not only the worklngmen representing 
the various trades, but even the women and 
the young children in their employ-makes it 
plain to all who love humnnlty and justice that 
not only has the worklngmen got a nghl to or- 
ganize for their own protection, but that It Is 
the duty of the public st large to aid them In 
finding a remedy against the dangers with 
which civilization and the social order are 
menaced bv avarice, oppression and corruption 
No one could truthfully deny the existence of 
these evils, the rtirht of legitiniale resistance 
and the necessity for a remedy. The mnsi that 
we could do would l>c to doubt the legitimacy of 
the means ot resistance employed and of the 
remedies applied by the Knights of Labor. 

The following, then, will lie the next point of 
our examination : Second, It can scarcely be 
doubted that the forming of associations and or- 
ganizations of the parties Interested Is the bsst 
means of obtaining a public object ot any kind, 
the most natural and efficacious. Tin. Is to en- 
dent, and besides so much In accord with the 
spirit of our country' and society In general, so 
essentially popular that wo need not dwell upon 
the fad. It is, we might say. the only means by 
which public ullentloncan be attracted toward 
the end desired to he attained: hy whlrh force, 
can lie given to the most legitimate resistance, 
weight to the most Hist demands. There exists 
an organization which represents a thousand at 
tractions, nthousand adiantages. but which our 
Cathlic toilers and with tllisl submission, re- 
fuse to accept : it Is the Masonic organization 
w hlrh spreads al 1 over the country, which, as 
Mr. Powdcrlv explicitly said, enlist tho em 
ployer and employe In a fraternity which Is very 
advantageous lo the Istter, but which has 
scarcely one Catholic in its ranks. 

Tnr Cardinal then rings some changes on the 
fal , ,rile Catholic theme, the danger of the Ma- 
sonic brotherhood, and next he passes to a 
point which will appeal more directly In the 
average feeling of Americans. He makes a 
stirring appeal to the church to beware of get- 
ting kartell branded as "nn-Amartean," and 
In terms whlrh. even through Ihe imperfect me- 
dium of Indifferent French, are eloquent, re- 
minds the Propaganda that the greatest and 
grandest end of the . church to the affection, 
love and devotion of Americans lies in her be- 
ing above nil things "the friend of the people. 
Various considerations, more or less of ecclesi- 
astical Interest, follow, some a trifle redundant, 
and then the Cardinal doses: To sum up.lt 
seems to me plain that the Holy See cannot en- 
tertain tho proposal to condemn the associa- 
tion: First, hecnusc such • condemnation does 
not appear to be justlnrd by the letter or by the 
spirit of it. constitution, of Its laws or by the 
declarations of Its heads. Second, that such a 
condemnation does not appear necessary In 
view of the transient form of tho organi/.atlon. 
and of the social condition of the fniv-.l state. 
Third, that it would not be prudent 
on account of the reality of the 
wrongs of the worklngmen and the 
fact that the existence of suoh is allowed by 
the American public. Fourth, that it would be 
dangerous to the reputation of ihe church In our 
democratic country. Fifth, that It would be 
powerless to compel the obedience "f our i 'ath 
olio, worklngmen who would regard It as false 
and Inlquitiious. Sixth, that it would I"- de 
Btruettvs instead of beneficial In Its effects, 
forcing the sons of the church to rebel against 
their mother, and to range themselves with con 
demned soiielies which they have hitherto 
tVOldod. Seventh, that It would be mlnous to 
the Unsocial support ef the church at home and 
to the raising ol Peter's pence. Eighth, that it 
would lurn Into doubt and hostility the marked 
devotion of our people toward the Holy See. 
Ninth, that it would be regarded as a cruel blow 
to the authority of the Bishops of the United 
Stales, who. it Is well known, protest agninsl 
such a condemnation. 

I trust that the considerations here presented 
have shown sufnoicntly clearlv that such would 
be the result of the condemnation of the 
Knights of I.slmr of the United stales. There 
fore I leave their cause with a full confidence In 
the wisdom and prudence of your Eminence, 
and of the Holy See.

JOINING THE DOMINION. 

A Strong Probability of Newfoundland 
He i o ^ Annexed. 

Orrtw.t, Ont.. March 4.— Referring to the 
unsatisfactory state of affairs in Newfound- 
land, and the refusal of the British govern- 
ment for a second time, as announced by 
cable, to give asaont to the bait bill, which 
has for its object the expulsion of > French 
fishermen from the fisheries adjacent to 
that colony, the Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries here states that there is a strong 
probability of Newfoundland coming into 
the Dominion. One goverment of that 
colony had gone to the country for re-elec- 
tion several years ago on the question of 
confederation with the Dominion, bul was 
defeated, as the movement was not popular 
at the time. Mutters have changed since 
then, and he thinks thu feeling in thai 
colony seemed well defined and vigorous. 
The present delegation to England has been 
authorized by the government to lay this 
prevailing sentiment before the Imperial au- 
thorities. It seemed to be a matter of life 
and death to the fishing interests of the 
island. Tho agitation will probably mold 
the present somewhat uncertain jsolitiial 
sentiment of Newfoundland into more di-fl 
nitc shape. Hi: would not be at all surprised 
if the island would move In the direction of 
confederation with tho Dominion immedi- 
ately. This would simplify tho fishery 
quesiinn, and in confederation, with the 
Canadian spirit of improvement sand vigor- 
ous trade policy put into active force there, 
Newfoundland might easily- enter into a 
new phase of progress. 

IMPUDENT PUGILISTS. 

Two Prize Fighters Take < liarte of the 
Dining Boom or a Palatial li<-slil.nr„ on 
Brooklyn Heights and light Twelve 
Bounds. 

New Yoiik, March 4 — James P. Lnrkins 
and Patrick Fitzgeruld, fought with two 
ounce gloves a draw of twelve rounds for a 
purse of t-slO early yesterday morning.
